to provide temporarily. for their supply and equip- 
ment, toact in concert with troops ordered out 
by the general government against the hostile Creek 
Indians, for the reliefofthe people of the Mississippi 
Territory, then exposed to savage depredations 5 
and also to provide more effectually for_ the safety 
of our frontier settlers; many difficulties were 
experienced by him, but much greater were expe- 
rienced and borneby the troops called into that 
service 5 those difficulties were in part oceasioned 
by the existing emergency, and the necessity for . 
immediate active operations against the enemy—to 
the want of apen routs fop ready comumication 
with the commanding general—to the want of roads 
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and places of deposit at convenient distances’ 
throughout the Indian country, which led to thé cons 
sequent difficulty.of supplying the troops with pro-

Those obstacles, with many others, however, were. 
met with azeéal‘to overcome them, and surmounted 
in the best manner, which under all circumstances it 
was found practicable to parsue ; and the. objects of 
that act which was so replete with the mast patric- 
tic provisions that ever were enacted by any legis- 
lature of a state, have been carried into effect with- 
out leaving the stateliable for the payment of any 
monies authorised therein to ke borrowed, if neces. 
sary, although there did, for a short time, exist a 
necessity for making to-the contractor some ad. 
yance of money, the better.to enable hinm to furnish 
provisions 5 when, for that purpose, E borrowed 
$315,000 from the state bank (the one nearest to his 
residence) and gave my note, which note the con. 
tractor took up by-the time it became dre, The ob- 
jects contemplated by that act‘have been effected 
‘ina manner highly honorabie to-the state and glori- 
gus to the troops of Peitnessee, and the 39th regi- 
ment of the United States who were engaged in that 
arduous Cuniict—a conflict rendered arduous mostly 
by the obstacles tothe transportation ofsupplies, &e. - 
as above mentioned. The good effects which have- 
resulted from the passage of that patriotic act, & from 
the’ promptitade, valor & good condiictofthe militia, 
volunteers and regulars, and in fact from the patri- 
otic exertions of the general population of Tennes- 
see to promote the service, will be forever felt and 
remembered with.gratitude tv the actors by the po- 
pulation of the whole south-western section of the

” The hostile. Creeks pare pen conquered, and the- 
R l : 
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beiter portion of their country obtained by treaty 
as a pledge of their future good behavior, whereby 
great strength and a permanent peace is secured; 
not only to our immediate frontiers, but-to the 
neighboring states and territeries.—Greater a- 
chievments and more important benefits have not 
resulted from theactive conduct and bravery of any 
mien ; they deserye weil of their counteye ‘The 
Cherokee Indians, headed and ted on by that dis- 
tinguished hero, col. Gideon Morgan, in ail of the 
United States arma in that conflict, are, as well as 
colonel Morgan, wellentitledto highest praise—his, 
and their bravery, will be recollected with pleasure 
by all who know their conduct in the several battics 
With the Creeks, and particularly atthe battle of 
the Horse Shoe or Tee-hoop-kaw. 

In compliance with aresolution of the last assem- 
bly, passed the 27th September 1813, authorising 
the executive to apponta confidential agent to go 
to the Choctaw nation, if in his opinion it shoukl be 
necessary, the better to secure the settlers on Tom- 
higby from savage depredation, I appointed colonel 
John McKee an agent on that Mission—iis quali- 
fications in all respects were as gond as could be 
wished she immediately proceeded thither—The 
United States agent tothat nation was absent, and 
colonel McKee’s arrival there atthe time he did, 
was most fortunate for the safety of the people on 
‘that frontier and highly important in many other 
respects—his exertions rendered in aid of the gene- 
ral policy of the Onited States, and the particular 
objects of his mission greatly tended towards the 
preservation of that frontier, if not wholly, to save 
these exposed settlers from destruction before any 
ether rc lief intended by the provisions of the act of 
the 24th september to be afforded them, could be 
carried into effect, As‘that resolution was adopted 
to make a part of the aid intended to be afforded to’ 
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the general government in the prosecution of the 
war against the hostile Creeks, and for. the protec- 
tion of the frontier settlers of the Mississippi Terri- 
tery, of which government was immediately advis- 
ed, I have full confidence that the expences incurred 
under it, will be defrayed by the .general govern- 
ment, and that the services of the agent will be duly — 
appreciated and-rewarded. 

‘In the course of the Jast-year Major General 
Jackson, with the view of more effectually promot-~ 
ing the safety of this frontier, made a movement a- 
gainst Pensacola,swhich place hadiong been a ren-. 
dezvous for the enemies to our peace, and from 
which place much’ evil ensued for many years to the 
frontier setilers of this state and to the neighbor- 
ing states and territeries. Ile was aided‘ in that _ 
most laudable. undertaking by a brigade of volun- 

‘teers from this state, commanded by general Cof- 
fee, This affords an additional evidence ofthe zeal 
of Tennessceans in support of méasures calculated 
to frustrate the obiects of the enemy and to promote 
the peace and safety of their fellow-citizens. The 
result of that movementwwas the surrender of Pensa- 
cola to general Jackson, and the, dispersion of. the 
British fleet ands forces stationed there—amonest 
the good ¢ffecis therefrom may be reckoned the grea- 
ter safety of Mobile, ata very critical period of the. 
war, and a favorable changein Spanish policy to- 
wards the United States, and a greater certainty of — 
permanent peace on our fronticr—the actors de- 
serve well oftheir ceuntry. 

in each and every calli have had.the bonor to` 
make upon the militiay or volunteers, in compli- 
ance with the requisitions from the .War Depart- 
ment, I feci pleasure in declaring niy gratification, 
at witnessing their promptitude, zeal, and patrio-

Since the adjournment of the last general assem-
